Speed tho Plough. 

In all countries whore any degreo of 
civilization prevails, Agricultaro-tho 
eoieucoof improving and oultivuting 
the soil— mast be regarded as the grand 
object of the people's desire. It is that 
wbich underlies and maintains all other 
pursuits. Metrls, mioorala and other 
natural productions, no matter how 
profusely lavish, or no matter howso- 
ever valuable, will not anffioa .to feed 
and clothe the inhabitants, and produce 
that degreo of contentment, indepen- 
dent, and happiness, which iB almost 
invariably found among people who arc 
in a groat measure independent of sup- 
plies of food and olothin'J from others ; 
w bo raise sufficient of these from their 
own lands. In all ( Id conntries the 
ecienoo of Agriculture l as oalled forth 
the attention ol the wisest and most 
patriotic of their people. Farming, 
like all other branches of industry muM 
be thoroughly understood in order to its 
being pursued with the maximum of pro- 
tit and buccseb). Tho notion th»t any- 
body can be a farmer is, tharofore, to 
somo exteut orroinous ; and tho fact 
that so many havo gone to farming with- 
out having undergone auy preparatory 
training, and continue at it without tho 
Blightest effort at ecientifia improve- 
ment, will account in a groat meatmro 
for the siovenlinons and illsmcess by 
which Agriculture is too often character- 
ised. Indeed, it may safely be takon 
for granted that lack of information or, 
perhaps, it would be more pradout to say 
lock of knowledge of the subjeot in hand 
and tho absence of carefulness in its 
" pursuit has bud more to do with fuilure 
than bad soaaons and bud land. Wo 
have said agricultare is a science. Now 
just imagine tho pursuit of any otbor 
Bcience by men who, without any pre- 
paratory training, continued to plod 
along in lifelong isolation, noilhor by 
reading, research nor observation avail- 
ing thomeelveBof the experience of others 
not even aiming at progressive excel- 
lence within thomsulvc!. Imagiao tins 
a a univoreul condition, pervading every 
industry, profession, pursuit, aud wo 
would have all human progress arroated 

tho world brought to a dead stand. 

See how it is with other industrial and 
scientific pursuits. Men run to and fro, 
they read, study, learn, experiment, 
eauerly avail themselves of othor peo- 
ple's thoughts and experionoo, and thus, 
by interobaube of thought and a healthy 
emulation io effort, oxcollenoo is the 
common goal aud is ever beiug attained. 
The farmer wbo, without much know- 
ledge of the BOieuco to begi n with, shuts 
himself np in his own barnyard and 
never attempt* sell-improvement, nor 
even seek* to avail himself of tho 
imptovoments of others, has no rea- 
sonable ground for expecting success. 
Hia cattle will breed downward until 
they become mserablo, stunted monkeys; 
hiB fruit trees monsgrown und produc- 
ing bittor fruit; his ill-'tept acres over- 
ran with weed*, or impoverished by un- 
scientific trea-ini'iit ; and even he himself 
will become lika Geu Jeff Thomson's Arkan* 
heroes of the ewump, with 'moss six 
inches lonp; on their bioka.' Somebody 
once asked Joshua Reynold., whose flowing 
nanvas rivalled the old musters, ' Whut do 
vou mix jour colors with V 'With brains, 
iir ' w»« the prompt reply. Aud so it is 
with Acnoaliuio'. In old countries, in hng- 
land Scotland and Ireland, there has been a 
vast'amoont ol 'brads' mixed with farming ; 
brains applied lo tho preparation of the soil, 
its chemical properties, tbe relation of orops 
Ihe utilisation iruoure», the adaptation of 
leads, stock, &C, tc oWmuta and soil ; and 
what has bean found nucesiary there cauoot 
bB dispensed with here. What has wrought 
.uch wotuierous ancce.a thero will not alto- 
e *ther fail of buccsii here. Farming in 
British Columbia, as wall as elsewhere, 
moat be 'mixed with brain' in order to the 
attainment of any hrgo meagre of buccbsi. 
W do not wish to be unHefatood as loiply- 
inr an unparalleled abieu, o of brain-farming 
in this colouy. Perhaps i u-re are few coun- 
tries of in a K a and popula ion where a high- 
« decree of excellence s been attained. 
Indeed" there are now on exhibition numar- 
ous witness ready to rwa np .gainst any 
.uch ■••erfloD m that Btt we do mean to 
Bay that there IB rait room (or improvement 
here, aud .hat some of our farmers must 
either improve or 'vamoz al ranoho.' It is 
'he primary object of the Society cow hold- 
in, its »aiiual exhib.tior. to encourage aud 
promote improvement ia farming,— to It*, 
courage the Ui«MW. b J » n aa " ual e ? mm 
pa.ri.on of result, to improve themselves 
»nd their neighbors; te encourage mote read- 
ing, discussion aud acieniifio experiment and 
re.oarch in the pursuit of that honest, honor- 
able and moat independent occupation. Let 
tho ranncrs, then, seoorid ibt-se efforts, and 
bs^rtily oo-operote with the town3lo k in 
brinizing about ft condition so greatly to be 
desired. To those who foel interested lu 
Agricultural progross— and who does not 1- 
it cannot but be gratifying to observe the in- 
oraaied interest uianilested in the exhibition 
this year, and ihe great improvement, both as 
regards quality, quantity and variety, obeerv 
able in trie a.tioles exhibited. Let these 
ooniidoratione oparate as a slimulous to 
greater effort in the future. Let those who 
have been eo fortunate us to cany off pr.z-s 
fbia year aim at being still more wor.hy o. 
prze. next, and let those who may have 
Failed I this year manfully determine to sac. 
oeed nest year.

Can it be Holland, which ia alreudy 
so much threatened by audacious intrigues 
ol Count Bismarck t With regard to Aus- 
tria, tho restoration of tbe German empi e lo 
the advantage of tbe House of Hoheozollern, 
would be tho most fatal blow, not only to 
the dynasty ol ibe Hapobnrgs, but to the ex- 
istence of the Austro- Hungarian monarchy.

a«XTi.suim : — In roapODee to the Requlittionyoa have 
been kind enough to prei*ent lo ibo, 1 cheerfully consent 
to he put in nomination for the representation of your 
District lu the Legislative Council; and, lu doing so, It 
will hardly be necessary to assure you that, if elected, 
my boat offortv shall b» eirueatly ulreeW I towards pro- 
rooting tbe interests ol your District in particular, and 
tboae of the Colony in general. 

In accepting your nomination and soliciting tho auf. 
Tragi's of tho District, it nia> le expected that I shall, in 
accordance with long established custom, indicate the 
outlines of my political creed ; and yet the prominence 
with irhlcb my political views hare bcon boforo tho pub- 
lic would almos aoeiu lo rendsr any exposition of them 
unnecessary at the proscnt time. It may, however, be 
proper that 1 ahould touch upon a few cardinal principles. 

ThoHubject of i.onfede. r.tlen completely overshadow s 
every othor political question at tho present time; ami I 
will tell yon frankly that I am In favor of a-coptlng that 
change upon the bus a now officially bo "ore tho public- 
believing that In It and through it the country will .'j 
tjiu very great financial and political advantages. 

Thoro are two open fneatlooi of considerable Im- 
portance which will be submitted to tho people, through 
their representailv^H, viz, a ibolee of local constitution 
and a cholco of Customs Tariff. I IioM tho poople or 
British Columbia to lie lit Tor, and entitled tO,eolf-gOTOrn- 
mont, nnd I believe it will be their duty and interest to 
contend for full political rights ss au imme Hate result of 
unl-m. Ibe acceptance of the Canadian Tariff, with Us 
ample protection to slock raisers and its long and over 
extending free li«t, I belicvo to bo in tho true Interest of 
every community ; it would relievo the paoole of a luid 
of taxation for Federal purposes' and would lend to stimu- 
late inilastry. 

A Reciprocity Treaty with the United states, uuder 
which our coal and other prodiicte might And an opon 
and ready markot, I concaive lo bo amongst I lie most 
urgent needa ol the colony; and any feasible movement 
tending thereto shall ever have my eameat and hearty 
support. 

Tho education of the young must over bo regarded 
ai eno of the first duties of a o'.vllizsd government, and 
I cannot hesitate to say that the existing educational 
system Is aa ill -adapted »■ tho provisions thereunder nro 
Inadequate to tlio circumstances and ueoesslties of the 
country: I 

Upon the Subject of Retrenchment in tho govern- 
mental expanse, it will only bo necessary to aay that tlio 
most effective remody will be found in Confederation with 
Responsible Government.

To 
Mr Townor of Saanioh was awarded the lat 
prize, and to Mr :ho aecond. 

Among the vegetable* are maiomo-D beets, 
onions, turnip!, carrots, cauliflowers and 
vegetable marrows-* display that would 
have been creditable in En^laod or Canada. 

The stands sot apart f u r choice Floral 
gifts were well filled and presented a banu- 
tifal andobarraiog appearance— although the 
.eason is rather lite— whilst the air waa 
redolent with Iragrauce. Mitoholl & 
Johnston's treasures were much autnired, es- 
pecially 18 varieties of dahlias, tricoorod 
Kerauiums, and one majnifieout fuschia. A 
boquat irom Mr Ulayion'a ounary was re- 
freshingly fragrant and arranged with great 
taste.

Paris, Sopt 8. 1870,

As thoro at e no official dibpatches,

gr>w. _ As to the exactions made iu the 
annexed provinces ol Lorraine and 
Alsaco, they aro terribly severe; but it 
must bo romeinbered, that while two 
blucks do not mako a white, ttioy were 
the luetics purssod by the First Nap - 
Icon to msko invasion solf' supporting. 
But it tho ' hargos prolorred by tho 
French Foreign Minister, and com- 
monioattd to tlio European goverrj_t!nt8 
bo trtiOj Prussia is over^stepping the 
limits ofrsovority She is accused ot 
tiring on the ambulances, and urrettiug 
tho good y.trnuratinE in their humane 
duties — of nojdlessly sUojting down 
peasantry and violating the code of 
honor of war.
